Legislating Freedom of the Press 


The government of the United States 


provides for freedom of the press to an ex- 
tent unknown elsewhere in the world. Be- 
cause the framers of the constitution had 
not provided for individual and state rights 
as explicitly as the people desired, they 
•were compelled to agree to submit to the 
people immediately after adoption of the 
constitution, a number of safeguarding 
amendments which later came to be known 
as the Bill of Rights. 


Freedom of the press as provided for in 


the Bill of Rights is one of the most impor- 
tant rights but it is assured by a very few 
words. On that point the constitution says: 


"Congress shall 
make no law . . . 


abridging the freedom of speech or of the 
press." 


Those 14 words take care of the mat- 


ter and if they were adopted and enforced 
by any other nation in the world that nation 
would have freedom of the press as it is 
known in America. Why then do not other 
nations desiring this freedom adopt such a 
constitutional provision? It is difficult to 
be certain but the evidence indicates that it 
is because most other nations are not ready 
for full freedom of the press. 


The U. N. General Assembly has had a 


committee working on the provision to in- 
sure freedom of information since 1951 but 
the committee still is tied up in a tangle of 
arguments over how to provide it. The 
members of the committee are well aware 
of the American provision but they have 
not adopted it or suggested similar laws for 
other nations and it becomes apparent the 
chief reason is they are not ready to pro- 
pose full freedom of the press. 


The present committee, which has com- 


pleted its fourteenth session, has succeeded 
only in adopting a preamble and one arti- 
cle out of nineteen to be considered. Fur- 
ther, it has failed to advance freedom of the 
press to any degree and many persons are 
fearful that it has put further limitations 
in the way of such freedom. The original 
draft, started in 1951, called for "free ex- 
change of information and opinion" as a 
"fundamental right and essential in the 
cause of democracy and peace." The pres- 
ent committee has altered this to read the 
free exchange or "accurate, objective and 
comprehensive" information. It also has al- 
tered the original draft requiring that jour- 
nalists be guaranteed the "freedom to seek, 
receive and impart" information without 
any governmental interference. The com- 
mittee has substituted "gather" for "seek" 
in that part of the article. 


Those who are watching the work of 


this committee point out that the qualify- 
ing adjectives of "accurate, objective and 
comprehensive" before "information" are 
not the innocent sounding terms a casual 


reader might believe. They have been1 in- 
serted, it is said, for the purpose of 
thwarting a correspondent's right to send 
.news from his station back to his own coun- 
'try. The terms provide a gag rule for any 
country that wishes to tie up information. 
All it has to do is assert that the articles 
sent out by correspondents have not been 
accurate, objective or comprehensive. Since 
no one is designated to decide what 
news is comprehensive or objective it obvi- 
ously falls upon the country which is host 
to the correspondent and therefore gives 
that country the position of a dictator over 
news writers. 


Likewise the substitution of "gather" 


for "seek" in the terms "freedom to seek, 
receive and impart" information is a change 
which can have no purpose except to put 
severe limitations upon the activities of 
correspondents in a foreign land. So again 
the host country need not tolerate an in- 
quiring reporter who seeks information and 
can readily point out that it is the business 
of the correspondent to sit quietly at his 
desk and wait until the host country and 
its agencies come to him with their hand- 
outs or call for him to come and "gather" 
them. 


The monthly bulletin of the Internation- 


al Press Institute points out that some of 
the underdeveloped countries 
of Asia, 


Africa and Latin America long have been in 
favor of placing limitations on freedom of 
information by the United Nations. They 
are said to feel that they have been.the 
victims of unfair and unsympathetic report- 
ing by foreign correspondents from the 
western countries. In the past, Soviet Rus- 
sia also has been opposed to any interna- 
tional conventions subscribing to freedom 
of information. Recently the Soviet Union 
has favored a convention which would help 
to limit the activities of the foreign cor- 
respondents. Now the Asian, African and 
South American countries, supported by 
Russia with its nine votes in the UN, are in 
a majority and are quite confident they 
can make any changes they wish in the 


• freedom of information convention. 


It should be noted that as usual Russia 


does not make a direct attack on the con- 
vention providing freedom of information. 
On the contrary it appears to support it but 
it amends it in a subtle way so that in fact 
it is attempting to put an ironclad barrier 
in its way. 


While years have gone by while the 


committee has been wrestling with this prob- 
lem it should be quite clear that if the com- 
mittee were really in favor of freedom of 
information it could provide it by simply 
recommending the 14 words from the 
American Bill of Rights be made the rule in 
all UN countries.

Safety Belts Are He/pfu/ if They Are Used 


The national safety council reports that 


it is 100 per cent behind a bill introduced 
in the New York legislature requiring au- 
tomobile manufacturers to equip every car 
with safety belts. 


The council takes this position because 


it believes that so equipping cars is "proba- 
bly the one single factor" which can reduce 
the highway toll. We cannot disagree with 
the safety council's opinion on the effec- 
tiveness of safety belts. Many experiments 
have shown that safety belts in use during 
automobile accidents will go a long way 
toward reducing the injury of the wearers 
and in many cases of course will save their 
lives. But the big problem is not to have 
belts installed in automobiles but to find 
some way to have the occupants actually 
use them. 


There are thousands of cars on the road 


today equipped with safety belts which are 
never used. Any person can have his car 
equipped with safety belts for a small sum. 
The cost is trifling compared with the pro- 
tection they afford. But the belts are incon- 
venient. They restrict the movements of the 
car's occupants. They are being buckled 


and unbuckled as people move about in the 
cars or as stops are made and they fre- 
quently are soiled from dangling about the 
floor or outside the car door. All of these 
things add up to inconvenience and a re- 
luctance to use them. It is extremely doubt- 
ful if a law requiring cars to be so equipped 
will have any material effect on the safety 
of the motorist. 


What is needed is a better device than a 


safety belt. A padded bar or a semi-circular 
rod which would swing into place at the 
touch of a button holding the motorist 
loosely in his seat would be much more ef- 
fective than the belt. But even such restric- 
tions would be unused, we are quite sure, 
unless they were so devised as to come into 
position when the car gets into motion and 
to release'when the car stops. The safety 
council's support for the measure may do 
some good through publicizing the value of 
safety belts. But when people know how im- 
portant safety belts are and still neglect to 
fasten them although they paid to have 
them installed, it seems unlikely that com- 
pulsory installation of belts will do much 
good.

Helps Wage Boosts

The time - honored coffee 


break takes a substantial 
trimming in a contract just 
negotiated by the Joint In- 
dustry Board of the Electri- 
cal Industry in New York 
City. While we don't predict 
the agreement covering 10.- 
000 electrical workers will 
set a nationwide precedent, 
it will at least provide food 
for thought for negotiators 
on both sides of the labor- 
management fence. 


Labor agreed to cut cof- 


fee break time as part of a 
package including use of 
power tools, increased auto- 
mation, and reduced lunch 
hours in order to save an es- 
timated $10,500,000 in costs 
over the 2-year period. In re- 
turn, management agreed to 
wage and fringe benefit in- 
creases totaling $3,750,000 
the first year and $7,000,000 
the second. If all works "»» 
as estimated the workers 
will get their substantial in- 
creases at practically no net 
cost to either management 
or the public. In addition, a 


jointly-sponsored education 
program including job sem- 
inars will work toward fur- 
ther cost-reducing for the fu- 
ture. 


At first glance it might 


seem both sides are overop- 
timistic in expecting net sav- 
ings in a program that pro- 
vides average pay increase.; 
of 50 cents an hour (to a 
handsome figure of $4.40 per 
hour by 1961). 


But a focus-down upon col- 


fee break time-costs alone 
Rives ground for supposing 
they may well have a work 
able idea. 


For, at $4.40 an hour, one 


man's 15-minutc break costs 
the employer $1.10, and one 
such break per day for all 
10,000 employes would test 
(if our figures don't fail us) 
$2,640,000 per year, or $5.- 
280,000 for the two-year peri- 
od. 


If the employes merely cut 


this time in half they would 
produce, for the employers, 
about one-quarter of the 
total hoped-for savings dur- 
ing the contract's lifetime — 
a remarkably good start at a 


remarkably small cost in 
anybody's comfort or well- 
being. If, additionally, 15 
minutes per day could be 
saved from the lunch period, 
they would just about have 
it made — even leaving out 
of account any added sav- 
ings through better machin- 
ery.

We're not attacking the 


coffee break or advocating 
curtailed lunch periods for 
industry generally. The im- 
portant point here is that a 
large, forward-looking union 
has accepted a principle that 
the United Steel Workers 
never did accept, and that 
the operating railroad unions 
appear to be 'gnoring with 
equal stubborness. This is 
the principle that the only 
sound basis for increased 
wages is an equivalent in- 
crease in productivity per 
hour. 


If more labor unions will 


negotiate on this principle, 
they will be in a far better 
position to justify wage in- 
creases before management 
and the public, and their ex- 
tra dollars will be worth 
more when they get them.
